Aldermen Vote 9-to-6 
To Reconsider Control 
On Benton at 22nd St. 

A revival of “stop sign cour¬ 
tesy” in the Granite City council 
loomed Monday night when Third 
Ward Alderman Poulos called for 
return of a stop control on Ben¬ 
ton street at 22nd street. 

By a vote of 9-to-6 the council 
authorized preparation of an ord¬ 
inance for the stop sign to be re¬ 
stored. 

A showdown on the status of 
the citizens Traffic Study Com¬ 
mission and the city traffic engi¬ 
neer is expected—possibly at next 
Monday’s first council session of 
the new year when the ordinance 
may be ready for presentation. 

The stop sign on Benton street 
was one of those removed under 
the commission's study to facili¬ 
tate the flow of-tra^fc in the city.

Air Pollution Board Wants to Hire Expert 


out of funds, but promised to go 
through with the project early in 
1966. 

City officials received word 
from state highway officials 
early this week that a call for 
bids is docketed the latter part 
of January. 

In addition to scheduling of the 
north section of Nameoki road, 
the new highway budget and 
work schedule also includes pro¬ 
vision for construction of the 
south section of Nameoki road at 
a ebst of $700,000, along with an¬ 
other $70,000 earmarked for pur¬ 
chase of right-of-way. 

Since this part of the project 
is now at the right-of : way ap¬ 
praisal stage, it is hopeful, but 
unlikely that this program will 
advance to a contract letting in 
1966. All right-of-way still must 
be negotiated or condemned, a 
procedure- that took all of 1965 
for the northern half of the proj¬ 
ect. The southern section covers 
a distance of 1.38-.-miles from Ma¬ 
dison avenue to Illinois Route 
162 (Edwardsville road). 

Includes Route 203 Job' 

Also listed for construction in 
1966 is a third^of a mile.of Illi¬ 
nois Route 203 frqiji a point just r 
north of the Granite City limits ‘ 
to Pontoon road at an'estimated 
construction cost of $150,000. Like 
the two Nameoki road sections, 
this improvement also calls for 
four-lajte construction. 

The new highway program Ts 
set up in two sections, one sched¬ 
uling work and 'right-of-way ‘purr- 
chases for Interstate Highways, 
and the other listing construction 
and right-of-way purchases on 
non-interstate highways. 

Interstate highway improve¬ 
ments listed for Madison county 
in 1966 total $2,612,000, of which 
$410,000 will be spent in the. Quad- 
City area, principally on lighting, 
signs, landscaping and painting 
from the new Mississippi River 
bridge on Interstate 270 to a point 
near Mitchell. The sum of $33,000 
is set up as the Illinois share of 
painting the new river bridge if 
it is completed during 1966. 

Scheduled work on Interstate 
highways does not include any 
highway paving work on Fed¬ 
eral Aid Route 151 (Itoe Great 
River Road following .Ttoutc 3), 
but the non-lnterstatrf phase of 
the program does call for right- 
of-way purchase and construction 
of connecting projects in the 
Quad-City area. Among these 
are grading of a quarter of a 
mile on Illinois 3 from a point 
near Mitchell to a point just 
north of Pontoon road at a cost 
of approximately $30,000. 

Others include grading for the 
Granite City by-pass for Federal 
Aid 151 from just north of Pon¬ 
toon road to Niedringhaus ave¬ 
nue at an estimated cost of $397,- 
000. and construction of the Illi¬ 
nois Terminal grade separation 
northwest of Granite City at the 
rear of the A. O. Smith Corp. 
plant at an estimated cost of 
$500,000. 

Non-Interstate Projects 

All non-interstate projects list¬ 
ed for 1966 accomplishment in 
Madison county involve an esti¬ 
mated cost of $5,466,000, or more 
than twice the amount scheduled 
for Interstate projects in the 
county. Of this total, $4,692,000 is 
earmarked for construction work, 
$203,000 for purchase of right-of- 
way for 1966 construction work, 
and $571,000 for purchase of 
right-of-way for future construc¬ 
tion work.

St. Louis District Corps of Engineers

Construction of civil works has 
been a responsibility of the De¬ 
partment of the Army and di¬ 
rected by the Chief of Engineers 
since 1824, when Congress author¬ 
ized the first "internal improve¬ 
ments” ever to be undertaken by 
the Federal Government. 

Progressively over the ensuing 
141 years. Congress has seen fit 
to broaden and enlarge these re¬ 
sponsibilities until they now en¬ 
compass navigation, flood con¬ 
trol, power, drainage, shore pro¬ 
tection, water supply, water 
quality improvement, the provi¬ 
sion of flood plain information, 
disaster relief, recreation and the 
enhancement of fish and wildlife 
resources. 

Today, the Corps of Engineers 
Civil works program provides the 
principal means by which the 
Federal Government participates 
in the development of the na¬ 
tion’s water resources. 

One Of 40 Districts 

The St. Louis Engineer District, 
one of 40 such districts engaged 
in civil works withiA the Con¬ 
tinental United States, includes 
the main stem of the Mississippi 
River and its tributary water¬ 
sheds from Cairo, Ill., northward 
to Hannibal, Mo., and covers 
26,000 square miles almost equal¬ 
ly divided between eastern Mis¬ 
souri and western Illinois. 

The responsibilities of the Dis¬ 
trict in civil works began with 
simple navigation projects in 1836 
and have expanded until they 
now include major flood protec¬ 
tion works and multi-purpose 
reservoir projects. 

In 1964 the St. Louis District 
completed a plan for the compre¬ 
hensive water resource develop¬ 
ment of the Meramec River 
Basin in Missouri. If authorized 
for construction, the Meramec 
Basin will be the first tributary 
basin in this District to receive 
this modem approach. 

Currently, the price tag of the 
District’s active construction 
projects is estimated at about 
S700 million. 

This year, as In other years, 
some projects will evolve from 
the planning stage into construc¬ 
tion; some will make significant 
construction advances; and some 
will be completed. Let us review 
progress made in 1965 and look 
ahead for progress in the region 
during 1966. 

Construction Forecast 

During the period of July 1965 
through June 1966, it is expected 
that work valued at $29.7 million 
will be accomplished on projects 
located throughout the District. 

In addition, $5.6 million will be 
expended on the operation and 
maintenance of existing projects. 
The amount of $500,000 has been 
allocated for use in general in¬ 
vestigations during fiscal year 
" 1966. 

In view of the magnitude of the 
water resource development now 
under way in the St. Louis Dis¬ 
trict, thumbnail sketches of the 
projects follow: 

Cariyle Dam and Reservoir is 
located about 50 miles east of St. 
Louis on Highway 50 near Car¬ 
lyle, 111. The reservoir is one of 
several active projects that prom¬ 
ise to make the Kaskaskia one of 
the best developed tributary ba¬ 
sins of the Mississippi River. 

The main dam is a 6600-foot- 
• long, 67-foot-high earth-fill struc¬ 
ture with a concrete spillway 
equipped with large sector gates 
to control the flow oi water. At 
normal pool, the reservoir will 
cover 26,000 surface acres and 
have a shoreline of 83 miles. 

The reservoir will be used for 
flood control, navigation, water 
supply, fish and wildlife conser¬ 
vation and recreation. The com¬ 
pleted project will afford major 
flood protection to about 75,000 
acres of alluvial valley lands in 
the'Kaskaskia River Basin and a 
dependable water supply for 26 
local communities. Recreational 
facilities at Carlyle are expected 
to attract 3,980,000 visitors an¬ 
nually by 1968. 

Construction was started on the 
$41 million project in December 
1958 and is scheduled for comple¬ 
tion in June 1967. The project is 
85% complete. Through June 
1966, additional work amounting 
to $6 million will bring the proj¬ 
ect to 94% completion. 

The Shelbyville Dam and Res¬ 
ervoir is located 222 miles above 
the mouth of the Kaskaskia Riv¬ 
er, about one-half mile up-stream 
from the city of Shelbyville, Ill. 
The ‘ 3027-foot-lo.ig, 108-foot-high 
dam will consist of earthfill em¬ 
bankment with a 156-foot-long re¬ 
inforced concrete spillway con¬ 
trolled by sector gates and a 
controlled outlet to release water 
during low-flow periods to im¬ 
prove water quality downstream. 

At normal pod, the reservoir 
will cover 11,000 surface acres, 
with a shoreline of 172 miles. 
The project will provide for flood 
control, water supply, fish and 
wildlife conservation, water qual¬ 
ity control downstream and rec¬ 
reation. 

Recreation is a major prqject 
feature of the Shelbyville Reser¬ 
voir, as in the case of Carlyle and 



other modem reservoirs. The 16 
public use areas to be developed 
at Shelbyville Reservoir by the 
Corps of Engineers and the state 
of Illinois will include facilities 
for boating, picnicking, tent¬ 
camping and many other recrea¬ 
tional opportunities that are ex¬ 
pected to attract 4,690,000 visitors 
annually by 1972. 

Construction on the $40 million 
project began in May 1963 and is 
21% complete. During the period 
of July 1965 through June 1966, 
additional work amounting to $4.3 
million will bring the project to 
33%. 

The Kaskaskia Navigation Proj¬ 
ect involves navigation improve¬ 
ments in the lower 50 miles of 
the Kaskaskia River. It will pro¬ 
vide a navigation channel nine 
feet deep and 225 feet wide, 
which will be accomplished by 
dredging, overbank cutoffs and 
one lock and dam near the 
mouth of the Kaskaskia River. 

Other work involved includes 
alterations to bridges and utility 
crossings and additional remedial 
works in the stream. The purpose 
is to serve as a fcarge transporta¬ 
tion media to permit waterway 
movement of vast coal deposits 
to markets on the Mississippi 
waterway system. 

Preconstruction planning Is now 
complete, and Congress has pro¬ 
vided $1 million to start construc¬ 
tion on the $66.7 million project 
before June 30, 1966. 

Village of New Athens, III., 
Project involves construction of 
1.3 miles iof levee, one pumping 
plant, and two closure structures. 
It is designed to protect New 
Athens from floods of the Kas¬ 
kaskia River. Construction was 
started in 1965 and the project is 
15% complete. It is scheduled for 
completion in June 1967. 

The amount of $451,000 was 
made available for construction 
during the period extending 
through June 1966, which will 
bring the project to 24% of com¬ 
pletion. 

Rend Lake Reservoir iis lo¬ 
cated on the Big Muddy 1 River 
near Benton in southern Illinois. 
The multi-purpose reservoir, 
which includes flood control, wa¬ 
ter supply, pollution abatement, 
wildlife conservation and recrea¬ 
tion as project purposes, is a co¬ 
ordinated effort involving the 
Rend Lake Conservancy District 
the state of Illinois and U. S. 
Army .Corps of Engineers. 

When completed in September 
1969, the reservoir will cover 
18,900 surface acres and have a 
shoreline of 162 miles. Construc¬ 
tion was started in June 1965 c 
two subimpoundment dams; in the 
upper end of the reservoir proj¬ 
ect. 

Funds in the amount of $3.75 
million have been made available 
for construction during the_period 
extending from'July .1965 through 
June 1966, and will bring the 
project to 17% completion. 

East St. Louis Flood Protection 
Project involves the construction 
or alteration of 20 miles of levees 
and floodwalls; construction of 10 
new pumping stations; and alter¬ 
ations to four existing stations. 

When the project is completed 
in 1966, it will provide protection 
against floods of up to 52 feet on 
(he St. Louis gauge for 111 square 
miles of business, industrial and 
residential areas, including the 
cities of East St. Louis, Granite 
City, Madison, Venice, Brooklyn, 
Fairmont and Monsanto. 

The $22.1 million project;is 92% 
complete, and the $1,526,000 made 
available for construction in this 
fiscal year will bring the total 
project to 95% of completion. 

Wood River Drainage and Levee 
District Project was authorized 
by the Flood Control Act of June 
1938. 

The purpose was to protect 
13,700 acres, including the bot¬ 
tomlands between the river and 
the bluffs and extending from 
Cahokia diversion channel on the 
south to opposite Locks and Dam 
26 at Alton on the north. 

Also protected are the highly 
industrialized cities of Hartford, 
Wood River, Roxana, East Alton 
and part of Alton. Work on the 
project called for the raising of 
eight miles of existing levees and 
constniction of 12.2 miles of new 


levees and appurtenant works. 

Construction on the $14,652,800 
project is now 99% complete and 
will be finished in 1966. 

McGee Creek Drainage and 
Levee District is located on the 
right bank of the Illinois River 
about 20 miles south of Beards- 
towrv, Ill. The project involves 
reconstruction of 16 miles of 
levees, construction of one new 
pumping station and one closure 
structure, and will provide pro¬ 
tection to 18,000 acres of agri¬ 
cultural land. 

Funds totaling $140,000 were 
made available in 1965 to provide 
for completion of preconstruction 
planning on the $4.27 million 
project in fiscal year 1966. 

Richland Creek in the south 
central part of St. Clair county 
empties into the Kaskaskia River. 
Congress has authorized channel 
improvements for flood control 
which include clearing and en¬ 
larging the present channel and 
widening existing bridge open¬ 
ings. 

The federal project cost is esti¬ 
mated at $5.67 million, and pre¬ 
construction planning will be 
completed prior to June 30, 1966. 

The Meramec River Basin 
Study was completed in early 
1964 and was forwarded to the 
Board of Engineers for Rivets 
and Harbors and the Office of 
Chief of Engineers in Washing¬ 
ton. D. C. 

In reviewing the report, the 
board noted several areas where 
further study and the need for 
additional information were in¬ 
dicated. The restudy was com¬ 
pleted in June 1965, and the ad¬ 
ditional supporting information 
required was forwarded to the 
Board of Engineers for Rivers 
and Harbors. 

Currently recommended for 
construction are the Pine Ford, 
Irondale, Meramec Park, Union 
and 1-38 Reservoirs and 19 
angler-use sites. It is anticipated 
that the headwater reservoirs 
can be built under provisions of 
Public Law 685 or by Soil Con¬ 
servation Service. 

Although the number of ele¬ 
ments recommended for immedi¬ 
ate construction are fewer, the 
long-range need for construction 
remains the same as indicated in 
the original study. 

Meramec Park Reservoir, which 
is a major element in the Corps 
of Engineers plan for the compre¬ 
hensive development of the Mera¬ 
mec River Basin in Missouri, was 
authorized by the Flood Control 
Act of 1938. In fiscal year 1965. 
Congress appropriated $200,000 
and in 1966 appropriated $600,000 
for preconstruction planning, 
which will bring the preconstruc¬ 
tion planning to 66% completion. 

When completed, the 175-foot 
high dam at mile 108.7 above the 
mouth of the river will create a 
reservoir that will cover 12,600 
surface acres and h^/e 175 miles 
of shoreline at normal pool. If 
expected appropriations are forth¬ 
coming, a construction start is 
possible in fiscal year 1968. 

St. Louis Flood Protection Proj¬ 
ect involves the construction of 
11 miles of levees and floodwalls, 
26 pumping plants and 44 sewer 
systems along the St. Louis river-- 
front, extending southward from 
Maiinc Creek to Chippewa street. 

The project also involves nu¬ 
merous major relocations and the 
construction of highway and rail¬ 
road closures. When completed in 
December 1968, it will constitute 
one of the largest and most com¬ 
prehensive flood protection works 
of its kind in the United States. 

Construction on the $93.1 mil¬ 
lion project was started in Feb¬ 
ruary 1959 and is now 51% com¬ 
plete. Appropriations in the 
amount of $8.35 million were 
made available for construction 
in fiscal year 1966 to bring the 
project to 60% by June 1966. 

Clarence Cannon Dam and Res- 
servoir (formerly known as Jo¬ 
anna Dam and Reservoir) will be 
located near Monroe City on the 
Salt River about 63 miles above 
the mouth where it empties into 
the Mississippi River just above 
Louisiana, Mo. 

The multi-purpose project pro¬ 
vides for flood control, hydro- 
power, navigation, water supply, 
recreation and fish and wildlife 
conservation. When complete in 
early 1973, it will provide flood 
protection to about 27,500 acres 
of land in the lower Salt River 
Basin and aid in reducing floods 
in the Mississippi River. 

At normal pool the reservoir 
will cover 18,640 surface acres 
and have a shoreline of 285 miles. 
Preconstruction planning on the 
$70.6 million project is complete, 
and $750,000 has been made avail¬ 
able to initiate construction in 
fiscal 1966. 

Initial construction will involve 
real estate acquisition, access 
roads, administration building 
and overlook shelter. 

Mississippi River between the 
Ohio and Missouri Rivers, Chain 
of Rocks Canal. The Chain of 
Rocks Project is located in Mad¬ 
ison county, Ill., on the left bank 
of the Mississippi River near

In this age of rapid change and 
overnight expansion, watching 
cities grow can be a fascinating 
pastime. Even more exciting 
than watching, though, is being a 
part of city growth — in the thick 
of progress, helping make things 
happen.

Not content to sit in the stands 
and applaud economic develop¬ 
ment, the telephone company is 
actively participating in the 
booming expansion of this mush¬ 
rooming section of Illinois. 

Spend Nearly $2 Million 
Last y e a r, for instance, we 
spent more than $1.9 million for 
communications improvements in 
the Granite City area. 

A sizable portion — $1.4 million 
— went for the construction of 
the SYcamore wire center which 
began operations early in Octo¬ 
ber. The new central office — 
on Pontoon road, west of Route 
111 — now serves 2000 telephone 
customers in Pontoon Beach and 
Mitchell. It is equipped to handle 
future growth as new families 
and businesses move into these 

In 1966. we will spend an ad¬ 
ditional $750,000 for central of¬ 
fice equipment, outside plant 
facilities and station growth. 
This investment Is indicative of 
the confidence we have In 
the future of the Quad-Cities 

The telephone company antic¬ 
ipates 2600 new households 
within the Granite City ex¬ 
change — which includes Mit¬ 
chell, Madison and Venice — 
by the end of 1969. This will 
boost the total households to 
22,975, as compared to 20,375 
today. 

In 1965 the number of tele¬ 
phones in the Granite City area 



rose to 27,983, a jump of 1363 
from the previous year. Our fore¬ 
cast engineers tell us that by the 
end of the decade there will be 
35,138 telephones in the Quad- 
Cities. 

102,000 Residents by 1980 

And by 1980 we expect to be 
serving 43,500 telephones. The 
population should reach 102,000, 
with 31,000 households. 

More telephones mean, of 
course, more calls — and here 
also the pattern is up. During 
1965 we handled a daily average 
of 133,300 local calls. That figure 
will reach 146,700 by the end of 
1966. 

Ten years ago, we averaged 
only 72,000 local calls each day. 

Long-distance calls are on the 
rise, too, as local telephone cus¬ 
tomers take advantage of new 
lower station-to-station rates in¬ 
troduced in June. These rate 
changes mean an annual savings 
of $80,000 to Southwestern Bell 
customers in Illinois. 


New Services, Equipment 

Telephone users in the Quad- 
Cities can look forward to new 
services and equipment within 
the months and years ahead. 

Expanded Direct Distance Dial¬ 
ing, enabling customers to dial 
all their calls, including collect, 
third party and credit card calls, 
is not far off. 

The Trimline phone, a smartly- 
styled new instrument that fea¬ 
tures a dial in the handset, will i 
be introduced in late 1966 or early, 
1967. / 

The Quad-cities are typical of 
the whole shape of things on this 
side of the river. The Illinois 
portion of the St. Louis metro¬ 
politan area is expected to double 
its population' to one million in 
the next 20 years. 

So, you can see that our com¬ 
pany will have to "double time” 
to keep up with the communi¬ 
cations needs of so large a com¬ 
munity. 

Future Construction 

We already have a large con¬ 
struction program under way in 
the section of Illinois we serve. 
Next year Southwestern Bell will 
spend $5 piillion for new con¬ 
struction in the state. In 1967, 
we’ll increase spending to $5.8 
million. 

Everything considered, we 
think the Quad-Cities have a 
bright future. We are encouraged 
by the efforts of city planners in 
attracting such industries as auto 
parts makers and metal fabri¬ 
cators. 

These manufacturing industries 
will require additional supplies 
and services, which will create 
new jobs and bring more families 
to the Quad-Cities. 

We intend to keep stride with 
progress here by furnishing the 
best communications services 
possible.

The economy of the Tri-Cities 
area has been exceedingly good 
through 1965. 

Unemployment is lower than 
it has been for many years. Re¬ 
tail sales have been good for a 
number of years and it is esti¬ 
mated that they will increase 5% 
to 7% in 1966. 

Ihdustrial production has 
maintained a high level through¬ 
out 1965 and, with the expansion 
programs either announced or in 
construction, it is anticipated 
that production in the Tri-Cities 
during the coming year will sur¬ 
pass the 1965 level. 

Road, Drainage Needs 

The Program of Work devel¬ 
oped by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce is geared toward helping 
to solve some of the problems 
which might slow down the eco¬ 
nomic growth of the Tri-Cities. 
This would include better streets 
and highways, and better drain¬ 
age and sewers, to name only a 
few. 

We are receiving an increasing 
number of inquiries from poten¬ 
tial industrial and commercial 
developers about the Tri-Cities. 
We shall be more active in pro¬ 
moting such development in 1966 
and, as the aforementioned prob¬ 
lems are solved, we expect a 
greater degree of success in lo¬ 
cating some of these developers 
in the Tri-Cities. 



We have experienced a lengthy 
labor dispute at one of our local 
industries during 1965. It would 
certainly be our hope that this 
would be resolved in the very 
near future and that no prob¬ 
lems of this type occur during 
1966. It is our belief that situa¬ 
tions of this type can be avoided 
through sincere bargaining ef¬ 
forts at the negotiating 'confer¬ 
ences. This is dempnstrated by 
the fact that most of our Unions 
and Companies have settled their 


contracts in this manner. 

Population Explosion 
Much has been said about the 
population explosion throughout 
the world. The United States is 
no exception but it is growing at 
the rate of 1.55%. The Tri-Cities 
far exceeds this national trend. 

We expect our growth to con¬ 
tinue this above-average rate. 

If our expectations are true, 
this will create an ever better 
market for more commercial 
and residential facilities. 

Demand For Apartments 
Residential growth will prob¬ 
ably exceed 1965 levels. There 
seems to be a tremendous de¬ 
mand for apartments in this 
area and we would expect prob¬ 
lems which have prevented the 
construction of these facilities to 
be overcome and a arger num¬ 
ber of apartments constructed in 
1966. 

It is obvious from the forego¬ 
ing that we at the Tri-Cities 
Chamber of Commerce are most 
enthusiastic and optimistic 
about the overall prospects for 
this area in 1966. 

With such enthusiasm, an even 
greater effort will be required of 
us to overcome the problems and 
achieve the goals established for 
making this a better place to 
live and conduct our business 
and industry. 



Granite City Army Depot

Granite City and consists of a 
lateral canal eight miles long 
with bordering levees, a 1206-foot 
main lock and a 600-foot auxiliary 
lock. 

The remaining work now going 
on consists of raising the west 
Wall of the auxiliary lock down¬ 
stream of the upper gate bay 
so that this wall is the same ele¬ 
vation as the main lock walls. 

The modifications will permit 
the auxiliary lock to operate dur¬ 
ing high-water periods and serve 
as a true auxiliary lock if the 
main lock is forced out of opera¬ 
tion by mechanical failure or oth¬ 
er mishap. 

Congress has made $281,000 
available for this construction in 
fiscal year 1966, which will bring 
the project to 98% completion 
prior to June 30, 1966. 

Mississippi River Regulating 
Works between the mouths of the 
Ohio and Missouri Rivers. The 
project provides for obtaining 
and maintaining a channel nine 
feet deep for 195 miles by con¬ 
struction of dikes and revetment 
to restrict the channel, by pro¬ 
tecting banks from erosion and 
by dredging and rock removal. 

Minimum channel width from 
the mouth of the Ohio River to 
the mouth of the Missouri River 
is to be 300 feet. In fiscal year 
1966, Congress made $2.5 million 
available to continue construction 
and bring the $65.4 million proj¬ 
ect to 88% of completion. 

Congress also provided $3.96 


million in fiscal 1966 for operation 
and maintenance of existing 
structures on this, the oldest con¬ 
tinuing project under the St. 
Louis District's supervision. 

It is expected that the river 
regulating works to provide a 
nine-foot channel in the Middle 
Mississippi River will be com¬ 
pleted in 1970. 

Reservoir Of Experience 

In the early days of our nation,; 
the Corps of Engineers repre¬ 
sented the only pool of trained 
engineers available to undertake 
the development of our. nation's 
water resources. The past 141 
years have provided the Corps 
with a vast reservoir of unique 
engineering experience. 

Twice in a little over two dec- 
ads, the U. S. Army Corps of En¬ 
gineers has been called upon to 
take the leadership in organizing 
American construction power for 
defense—once to help win world 
war II, and again in the Korean 
and following cold wars to help 
deter the outbreak of world 
war III and its catastrophic con¬ 
sequences to mankind. 

In each of these two global mil¬ 
itary episodes, American con¬ 
struction power was one of the 
decisive elements of defense 


Viet Nam or in some other trou¬ 
bled area around the world, the 
Corps of Engineers is prepared 
for whatever challenges the year 
1966 may bring. 


The world situation will dictate 
the prospects for the Depot dur¬ 
ing the coming year. 

The past year saw enthusiastic 
support of the Depot by the Tri- 
Cities Chamber of Commerce 
and municipal governments of 
Venice, Madison and Granite 
City. I look forward to continu¬ 
ing outstanding community re¬ 
lationships. 

The Depot will continue to co¬ 
operate and participate with the 
community in such projects as 
Savings Bonds, American Red 
■ Cross Bloodmobile Program, 
Zero Defects, Safety, Youth Op¬ 
portunity Program and, of course 
the summertime program of 
part-time work for college stu¬ 
dents. 

There has been a tremendous 
Increase in our maintenance 
mission during 1965. The facts, 
as known at the present time, 
indicate that rebuild and over¬ 
haul at the Depot and in com¬ 
mercial shops will realize a 
considerable impact in this 
area of work. The manpower 
requirements in our mainte¬ 
nance mission have increased 
approximately 50%. 

The supply mission will be ex¬ 
panded by including a diversifi¬ 
cation of items in addition to the 
kinds of items now being han¬ 
dled. Along these lines, there are 
plans to modernize handling 
equipment to increase the effi¬ 
ciency of loading, unloading, 
storing and shipping processes. 

Procurement Impact 

There will be an upward trend 
in procurement operations. There 
should be a noticeable impact on 
the local area in this respect. 

Although no confirmation has 
been received, It is probable that 
again the summer months will 



see Reserve and National Guard 
units assigned to the Depot for 
their annual two-week active 
duty training. 

The Cost Reduction Program, 
in its fifth year, has met all ex¬ 
pectations, and we are working 
to meet a goal of $703,000 for fis¬ 
cal year 1966. 

Indications are that the com¬ 
ing year will see an over-all 
Depot workload that will prob¬ 
ably be the biggest since 1952. 

The civilian payroll will in¬ 
crease about $1.2 million over 
last year, which should bring 
us up to a figure of approxi¬ 
mately $9.7 million. Of this fig¬ 
ure, it is estimated that over 
$4 million will be spent locally. 

Along with our modernization 
projects, the Army Materiel 
Command, headquartered in 
Washington, D. C., has approved 
a small computer for our finance 
and accounting operations. De¬ 


livery will be sometime before 
July 1. 

The use of the computer in 
similar Army depots will stand¬ 
ardize financial operations, ac¬ 
celerate the reporting of finan¬ 
cial and statistical data and in¬ 
crease the accuracy and time¬ 
liness of such reporting per se. 

Supply Communications 

In addition, a transceiver will 
be installed to enhance Our com¬ 
munications in relation to sup¬ 
ply operations. A transceiver is 
a machine that makes possible 
instantaneous and accurate dupli¬ 
cation of punched cards over tele¬ 
phone and telegraph networks 
between supply locations sep¬ 
arated by either a few miles or 
thousands of miles. 

A switch on the machine halts 
card transmission at any time to 
permit direct voice communica¬ 
tion over the same telephone cir¬ 
cuits connecting the sending and 
receiving units. 

Also, the installation of auto¬ 
matic data processing equipment 
has passed the discussion and 
planning stages, and the coming 
year will see considerable prog¬ 
ress for the Depot in this direc¬ 
tion. 

Constant Readiness 

During the Dominican crisis 
and now the Viet Nam situation, 
the Granite City Army Depot has 
proven that it stands ready on 
a moment’s notice to fulfill its 
part in any national emergency. 

All of the personnel at the De¬ 
pot look forward to the year 
ahead with confident anticipation 
—and the assurance that comes 
from the knowledge that we are 
prepared to serve the United 
States and the community in any 
task which the Depot may be 
called upon to perform.

EDITORIAL 


A GRAY, GRAY WORLD 
FOR THE COLOR BLIND 

Imagine a world without color 
In which everything is only a 
shade of gray. 

That is the world of the totally 
color-blind person. 

Fortunately, total color-blind¬ 
ness (monochromatism) is rare. 
It is fact, however, that one of 
every 25 men are either partially 
or totally without true color per¬ 
ception. Women are more fortu¬ 
nate in that only about one in 
every 200 is so handicapped. 

The mildest and most common 
form is called anomalous trichro¬ 
matism and, in this case, a per¬ 
son sees some of the 130 hues of 
colors in the spectrum as ab¬ 
normally dark. 

More familiar to use are. per¬ 
sons—technically known as dich- 
romatopes — who are really 
“color confused.” 

Other types of color blind per¬ 
sons include: protanopes who_are 
red-blind: deuteranopes, green- 
blind: trianopes, who can’t dis¬ 
tinguish blue from green or rec¬ 
ognize violet and see yellOw as 
gray; tetartnopes, who see the 
entire spectrum in red or green. 

Usually Hereditary 

Color-blindness is usually hered¬ 
itary, passed on from generation 
to generation of male offspring 
through genes of the mother. 

But it can also be acquired — 
through infection, intoxication or 
aging of the optic nerve. 

Because of the problems of the 
color-blind, the world has made 
innumerable adjustments to help 
them cope with their handicap. 

Engineers, for example, uni¬ 


versally design traffic lights with 
the red light above the green, so 
the color-blind can “read” them 
merely through their illumina¬ 
tion. 

Hardships Described 

But color-blindness can cause 
definite hardships. 

For example: 

The Navy and Air Force reject 
men who are color blind. And 
serious color blindness can cause 
problems when searching for a 
job with railroads, on 'ships or 
with airlines. 

Jobs in paint and dye indust¬ 
ries, positions as telephone re¬ 
pairmen, or radio and television 
engineers (because electronic 
wiring is color-coded), sometimes 
in farming (selection of ripe 
fruit, for example) may be hard 
to get for the seriously-afflicted 
person. 

Ordinarily, mast “color-blind” 
persons adjust to their condition 
by learning to recognize common 
objects more by their relative 
brightness and shape than by the 
color itself. 

Some Detect Camouflage 

There are cases, in fact, where 
persons who see colors darker or 
more vividly than normal are 
used to detect military or other 
camouflage invisible to normal 
vision. > 

Actually, the color-blind stigma 
is more apt to cause marital ar¬ 
guments over who is “color¬ 
blind" than to cause any serious 
health problems. 

So if it ever comes to a show¬

A. Tax selling of securilies 
means disposal of stocks in or¬ 
der to write off losses in filing an 
Income tax return. 

Purex is an excellent illustra¬ 
tion of a company whose stock 
might undergo tax selling at the 
end of the year. Investors who 
bought Purex early in the year 
found recently that the stock 
was selling for ■30‘;<i less than 
they paid for it. 

If such investors see another 
stock that they believe might rise 
. in value as quickly as Purex will 
recover, they are quite apt to 
sell, take their tax loss on Purex 
and invest in the second firm. 

There is, of course, no guaran¬ 


tee that the other stock will ap¬ 
preciate any faster than Purex: 
nor indeed is there any assurance 
that Purex itself will recover 
from its present slump. 

But the person who makes a 
tax sale would reason that by 
selling the stock he would have a 
loss he could apply against this 
year's taxable income, and at the 
same time acquire a security 
that has a good chance for ad¬ 
vance in price as the one he has 
sold.

1965 - - - Year Of Progress 

History is easier to assess at long-range than 
short-range, but many of the developments in 
I 965 already stand out as significant. It is impor¬ 
tant that they be recalled as the year comes to an 
end, because sound planning must include what has 
gone before; the future is built on the foundation 
of the past. 

A look back is tak£n in this editorial. A look 
ahead to the needs and isues of 1966 will be pre¬ 
sented in the Jan. 3 Press-Record. 


Two dozen occurrences and series of develop¬ 
ments best tell the story of 1965 in the Quad- 
Cities, a year of progress: 

1. Beautiful air-conditioned classroom and 
library buildings were placed in use in mid-Septem¬ 
ber as a major state university—the Southwestern 
campus of Southern Illinois University—came to 
life on a spacious campus in the bluff area imme¬ 
diately east of the Quad-Cities. It will provide edu¬ 
cational opportunities, informed leadership and 
cultural stimulus of great value to this fast-grow¬ 
ing region. A drive was launched to establish an 
all-faiths religious center there. 

2. A goal cited as having overriding impor¬ 
tance to Granite City municipal government was 
achieved with the election in April of an active, 
full-time mayor. With 10 of the 16 aldermen in 
their first terms, city government took on a new 
and more constructive look. 

3. Granite City park district residents voted 
1225 to 319 this month to build an ice skating 
rink and year-round recreation pavilion in Wilson 
Park. Granite City schools relinquished the former 
downtown post office and, with donated funds, the 
park district acquired it to create a scenic park in 
the heart of the business district. 

4. In another December bond election. Madi¬ 
son school voters-authorized by a 934-186 vote 
additions to Madison high school and Dunbar 
grade school. Utilizing bonds voted the previous 
year, the Granite school system added to Nied- 
nnghaus elementary school and the high school, 
erected Parkview grade school and studied sites for 
new Grigsby junior high school as well as proposed 
Mitchell-Route I 1 I-Stallings area grade schools. 
School ownership of the Coolidge junior high cam¬ 
pus was upheld by the Illinois Supreme Court. 
Venice schools completed an office building, cre¬ 
ating more classroom space in Venice grade school. 
Pre-kindergarten classes were held and other fed¬ 
erally-financed programs were planned by Quad- 
City schools. 

5. St. Margaret-Mary parish built a parochial 
grade school addition as well as a church and con¬ 
vent. The First Asembly of God Church construct¬ 
ed an education building, St. Mary's Catholic 
Church built a convent and St. Mark's Catholic 
Church a rectory. New auditoriums were built by 
United Pentecostal Church Hope Lutheran 
Church. Pentecostal Assembly Church and Central 
Christian Church. 

6. Granite City Steel Co. began the construc¬ 
tion phase of a $140 million project that will en¬ 
able it to become the first in the U. S. to make all 
its steel in a basic oxygen furnace plant and to do 
all its rolling in a computer-controlled hot strip 
mill. Building trades and contractors reaffirmed 
their 1958 ten-point code to foster efficiency and 
avoid jurisdictional disagreements. Air Products fit 
Chemical Corp. enlarged its plant and the Nestle 
Co. unveiled expansion plans. In exchange for 
seven streets where it had acquired property, Gran- 
City Steel purchased an aerial fire truck for the 

7. Granite City Annexed a 1 1 7-acre tract to 
be developed with rental and other housing for 
single and multiple families, a small shopping cen¬ 
ter, swimming pool, playgrounds, golf course, thea¬ 
tre and restaurant. Other apartment proposals were 
announced. A contract was signed to build a sec¬ 
ond 100 Anchorage apartments for the elderly. 
Fringe area zoning was shifted by state law to the 
county government, which also acquired jurisdic¬ 
tion in cities lacking zoning. Madison, Venice and 
Pontoon Beach acted to establish zoning. Nameoki 
and Chouteau township home building boomed. 

8. Updating of the Granite City master plan 
was authorized by the city, school system, park 
district and housing authority. An East-West Gate¬ 
way Coordinating Council was formed to provide 
continuous comprehensive regional planning in 
highways and, other fields. 

9. Right-of-way was acquired to widen Name¬ 
oki road north of Madison avenue. Stop signs were 
revised to expedite traffic flow, following hiring of 
a traffic engineer. Further steps were taken to 
speed improvement of Nameoki road south of 
Madison avenue as well as paving of Maryville 
road and the unpaved portion of West Pontoon 
road. Agreement was reached • on joint financing 
of a Venice auto-train grade separation, but the 
underpass was delayed by the state, which also 
delayed southward extension of the Riverfront 
Highway, Route 151. 

1 0. The Granite City council began a study 
to plan equalization of ward size and elimination 
of differences in city-township precincts and 
polling places. The Madison County Board dis¬ 
cussed ways of more closely following the "one 
man, one vote” court ruling on governmental rep- 


1 1. Construction neared an end on a Granite 
City sewage treatment plant, and Madison and 
Venice approved participation in an East Side 
Levee and Sanitary District sewage treatment 
program for which interest was set at a fixed rate 
and bonds totaling $1,600,000 were sold without 
competition. Nameoki township residents voted 
1556 to 540 against a sanitary sewer proposal on 
which bonds were to be sold privately. 

1 2. East Side Levee Board reform legislation 
failed to pass the Illinois General Asembly, which 
also withheld action on a secret effort to get state 
permission for a $5,802,000 non-referendum 
drainage bond issue. At earlier legislative com¬ 
mission hearings in Granite City and East St. 
Louis, levee officials sought added powers but 
other witnesses testified of the need for stricter 
rules on levee bidding, purchasing, hiring and 
work supervision policies. 

13. A strike by Oilj, Chemical 6c Atomic 
Workers at the Union Starch fit Refining Co. 
neared six months in duration but long-term 
agreements were reached at Granite City Steel Co., 
Laclede Steel Co., Generali Steel Industries. Amer¬ 
ican Steel Foundries and Dow Chemical Co. 

14. The state legislature defeated an un¬ 
necessary increase in the i municipal sales tax. It 
failed to increase the motor fuel tax although 
forced to stall numerous street and highway 
projects and forfeit matching federal funds. Legis¬ 
lators decided to submit to Illinois voters in 1966 
revision of the taxation section of the Illinois con¬ 
stitution. They approved a statewide master plan 
for higher -education, including a proposed net¬ 
work of junior colleges. They created a Depart¬ 
ment of Business and Economic Development and 
authorized formation of business development 
credit corporations. Partial public aid reforms 
were voted, workmen’s and unemployment 
compensation laws were amended, some of the 
needed anti-crime bills were passed, conflicts of 
interest were studied, screening of scrap yards was 
required and foreign doctors were permitted to 
serve in hospital emergency rooms. The “open 
meeting law was extended to governmental com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

15. Selection of Kajthy Oros as Miss Illinois 
helped put Granite City "on the map," and exten¬ 
sive tourism promotion was started, with highway 
destination signs clarified. The Tri-City Regional 
Port District. Tri-Cities Chamber of Commerce, 
othjr industrial development groups, utilities and 
railroads accelerated their efforts to spotlight the 
thousands of acres of ideal plant sites available 
here. Madison industrial park utilization plans 
were considered. Develdpment of needed harbor 
facilities at the northern end of the Chain of Rocks 
Canal was studied. The M- S. Kaplan scrap metal 
firm located here. The Granite City Industrial Cen¬ 
ter nearechfull occupancy. 

1 6. A new Horseshjoe Lake Area Commission 
was appointed and platined stepped-up efforts to 
establish a lake park. Further development of the 
Cahokia Mounds State Park was planned. 

1 7. The Granite City school district con¬ 
tinued to delay use of higher tax rates authorized 
by voters, but construction helped bring its first 
$10 million budget. Governmental agencies held 
the ljne generally against extreme tax changes. 
The Pontoon Beach village board eliminated 
municipal property taxes for one year. 

18. Air pollution jcurbs received increasing 
attention, and cities and dump operators were 
ordered to halt burning! at dumps south of Madi¬ 
son. A Granite City air pollution control board 
was appointed. 

19. Increased opposition in Madison and 
Venice elections reflected growing citizen interest 
in governmental policies. Madison continued to 
be the lone holdout against uniform tavern closing 
hours. Prospects grew for spirited competition in 
the upcoming Madison county primary, changed 
to June by a new state law.

trols and more investment of idle funds. 

A 1 5-year Boy Scout facility expansion pro¬ 
gram was begun, the Venice library was enlarged, 
Dow Chemical Co. continued its close association 
with space flight, sonic booms here ended, Pad- 
dlers launched a "bath and tennis club” expan¬ 
sion, home insurance coverage improvements were 
sought. Eagle Park Acres installed storm drain 
pipes and culverts, the Madison County Economic 
Opportunity Commission got off to a hectic start, 
water fluoridation marked time despite full local 
authorizations and Mississippi River traffic in the 
Quad-City area broke all records. 

Nineteen sixty-five was a year packed with 
activity which helped move the Quad-Cities for¬ 
ward to where it is today—the threshold of still 
further growth and achievement.
